“This. week has been one of 
‘learning the ropes’. It started, with 
my introduction to the townspeople, 
last Monday night, and has contin- 
wed eye since, Every committee, 
every person, with whom I have 
talked has shown me everything pos- 
sible, in order that I understand 
fully the problems of the town,” 

“There are things which can be 
done, in Wilmington’ but it is too 
early at this date to make any def- 
inite statement," Mr. Cushing con- 
tinued, “We may expect that in a 
few weeks there will be some 
changes made, Citizens must re- 
member though,” he warned, “that 
I am not going to make changes 
just for the sake of changes, When 
I do something in this line, it will 
be for one reason, and one reason 
only, that of sound business. Most 
everyone realizes, and everyone 
should know, by this time, that the 
Town Manager is here for business 
purposes ‘only. If you think you have 
a problem in administration, 1s 
it to me. If your problem is political, 
well, that is out of my department.” 

“The work of your Selectmen, in 


several good sites, attractive from 
an industrial viewpoint, and the 
spirit of cooperation, should ‘help 
us to induce other industries to 
build here.” 

“The town manager,” Mr, Cush- 


ing concluded, “is a business man 
whose job it is to help the citizen, 
in their effort, to make the town 
in which they live a better place 
to live in, By mutual effort we 
can do this, and, judging by this 
first week, we will have that effort.” 


FOUR DAYS LEFT FOR
